HOW CARPENTER'S LOVE FOR HIM FLATTENED OUT. 
Seca Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Mriwacxen, Dec. 2.—I bad an interview to- 
day with Burpee, the ex-Revenue Agent whom 
Carpenter had removed to make place for Couk- 
ling, the reorganizer of the Ring and the treas- 
urer and collector for the official Ring. Conk- 
ling, it seems, was one of Carpenter's most 
aciive supporters in the first Senatorial canvass, 
and, as the reward for his services, was secured 
the appointment of Suvervisor at New Orleans, 
through Carpenter's influence. How weil Car- 
penter knew his man is evidenced bv the fact, 
which Burpee discloses, that Carpenter, at the 
same time, had the Department send Burpee to 
New Orleans to see, as he stated to 
Barpee, that everything went right,—that 
is, to see that Conkling didnt steal.

WOW MALLON & PHELAN WEAKENED.

Mot being en- 
g! wed in the liquor traffic, this house was not 
re yquired to keep public recorde, bat, of coarse, 
it „nad its own books, It was early sus- 
p ected by the revenue on duty 
t wre that Mallon & Phelan’s books would

’ Phat is to sey, it was expected that their sales

office, seized their day-books and ledgers cover- 
ing a period of several years, wrapped them up 
in a buffalo-robe, put them im a baggy, and 
drove away with them. 

Mallon and Plelau were immediately bronght 
before the Supervisor, and t swore this story 
through witbout a breath. ey tuo were in- 
dicted at Oshkosh for conspiring with the dis- 
tillery in making wav with their books to prevent 
thereby the detection and punishment of fraud. 
The subterfuge destroyed the credit of Mallon 
& Phelan with all respectable people, but it 
was resorted to at thedictation of the thieves 
who had been rohasing grain of them for 
years. Their indictment, and the collapse of 
their patrons, flually brought Mallon & Phelas 
to their senses, and thev managed to dig up such 
books as were wanted, and from them it appeared 
that Louis Rindskopf and Leopold Helles, 
distillers, had purchased grain quite extensively 
whih was wot accounted for an said 
distillers’ books. The investigation in this direo- 
tion alone has uncovered a fraud approximating 
$100,000, for which an assessment has been 
made against the parties. and which is now in 
process of collection. These radical measures 
bave had the effect of etopping the frightfui 
destruction of books which prevailed before the 
Grand Jury met. The Department has recentiy 
ordered monthly abstracts of these Government 
records to be forwarded to Washington, and it is 
believed that this measure will tend to check- 
mate fraudulent entries, and to render useless 
the destructioa of the said Form 52. 
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A MIX. 
ME. CARPENTER’S FAUX PAS. 
Special Dispatch to The Cnicage Tribune, 

Mruwavxes, Wis.. Dec 2.—A clew is far- 
nished as to how ex-Senstor Carpeater came to 
have an understaodlug relative to the case 
of Sam Rindskopf, such es was alluded to ia 
Commissioner Douglass’ letter to the District- 
Attorney published in Tas IU of this 
morning. In the summer of 1874, after the 
proceedings had been commenced at Madison, 
Carpenter held a conference at the Park House, 
at Madison, with the Hon. H. M. Lewis, then 
attorney for Rogers, the distiller, who was 
impleaded m that case, J. C. Gregory, 
the Hon. G. B. Smith, and other at- 
torneye for the distillers, rectifiers, and 
others interested, at which propositions for the 
compromise of all the cases, including Rinds- 
kopf's, were agreed on. in one of these, which 
was a mere blind, an offer was made to pay the 
Government $1,000 for the release of $1,000 
worth of liquors that had been seized. The 
other proposed to pay the Government $9,000 
upon cond.tion that the whole of tbe eed- 
ings in the whisky cases be abandon which 
would have let off Lindskopf and the 
others. Carpenter set out for Washington 
with these offers of compromise. Le vis, 
one of the attorneys, followed a few days 
alter. When he arrived there Carpenter as- 
sured Lewis that it was all right,—the com- 
promise had been effected. Lewis asked which 
compromise, aad, to his chagrin, he discovered 
that Ca.penter bad got tungs mixed and put 
through she wrong compromise. An effort was 
then made to correct the biugder, but it was too 
late, and the case went oo, and Rindskopf was 
convicted. Further light is thrown upoo Car- 
penter’s understanding referred to in tae 
Douglass letter by the statement made by 
Sam Rindskopf to a prominent gentleman 
of this city, who, when occasion requires, 
will substantiate it, that Carpenter bad 
agreed to stave off the Madison case until at last 
it could be got rid of without trial. Riadsko t 
accompanied this statement with expressions of 
indignation and disgust at Carpenter's lect 
to effect the fulfillment of this unders ing,

WHEN A JURY WILL BE CALLED. 

The question of when a petit jury will be call- 
ed for the trial of the whisky cases has been a 
moot one for some time, and several confer- 
euces have been had between the District Attor- 
ney, the Collector, Juage Bloagett, and other 
Government. officials, the result of which has 
not transpired as to particulars farther than 
that it bas generally been thought best to post- 
pone all the trials until after the holidays. In 
order to settle the matter the District Attorney 
will, on the coming ia of the Court this morn- 
ing, make a motion for a petit jury, and 
Judge Blodgett will decide it then and there. It 
is entirely probable that he will set the time for 
the jury at Jau. 4 or thereabouts. 

It is understood by the Bar that there is hardly 
a chance of Judge Blodgett's being able to get 
through bis docket in time to try the «hisky 
cases, eveo if they were put off as before stated. 
aod therefore there is every reason to expect 
that the arrangement with Judge Hopkins, of 
the Western District of Missouri, will be carried 
out as before iutimated in these colamns. The

TAZ BOTTOM OUT OF A RYMOR. 

A few days ago the sensational rumor was 
started that Messrs. Dickinson and Lynch, of 
this city, had gone to Washington to * inquire 
about an assessment made on tae Whisky Ring” in 
Chicago. The simple truth of the matter is that 
the gentlemen in question had an account with 
the Government running back of the fire of 
1871, and they were desirous of having the 
matter closed up, and went on to see about it. 

ATTEMPT TO IMPLICATE REUM. 

Among the testimony introduced before the 
late Grand Jury in the United States Court, was 
& rather curious state of things in connection 
with Jacob Rehm, whoss name has coatimually 
been mysteriously convectei with the Whisky 
Ring of Chicago. The transaction grew out of 
the deposit of some 150 barrels of whisky in 
me of the warehouses of the Chicago Dock 
Company for storage. At the request of the 
depositors, the whisky, or some of it, was made 
deliverabie to the order of Roswell C. Merse- 
reau, on the common form of receipts used by 
the Company. In the course of the investi- 
gations made by the Special Agents it was found 
taat some or all of the stamps used on the barrels 
in the Dock Company's warehouse had been 
returned to the Collector as erased and destroved 
by Golsen 4 Eastman on the occasion of their 
emptying the contents of the barrels into the 
vats or dumps ot their rectifying house. 

This was ao awkward showing for the impli- 
cated parties, for it clearly put the whisky ia 
the realm of crookedness, inasmuch as it is quite 
impossible to eat one’s cake and keep it too—to 
destroy certain stamps and vet have toem oa the 
market thereafter. It showed pretty clearly that 
the Gauger and the distiller must have been 
mit together. To prove these alleged facts 
the Government officers brought before the jury 
Mr. Charles H. Durphy,Secretary of the dock com- 
pany, but secured from him hardly anything 
more than the bare facts of the case. By some 
inadvertence or delay in getting the informa- 
tion, the Government oflicers did not succeed in 
seizing the whisky referred to, and therefore the 
indictments, which might otherwise have been 
based upon its capture, fell through. 

The connection sougut to be established be- 
tween Mr. Rehm and this transaction was that 
he was alleged to have been the owner of some 
of the goods as bought of the distillers, but the 
missing links to prove that fact were vot found, 
and, consequently, it is due to Mr, Behm to say 
that not only was be exonerated on that count, 
put his innocence iu that regard mas have help- 
ed him through one or two other tight places. 


INDIANAPOLIS. 
GENERAL SURPRISE.

Inpianapouis, Iud., Dec. 2—The plea of guil- 
ty of John W. Bingham in the United States 
Court to-day took everybody by surprise. Is 
was understood that the Binghams would make 
a fight.

BEFORE THE GRAND JURY.

He went at once before the Grand Jury, 
and is understood to have made a 
clean breast of the Ring business. his stay occn- 
pying most of the afternoon. itis known that 
his statement before the jury implicates five or 
six persons who have not yet been mentioned in 
connection with the operations of the Ring. 
Several o fthese are old Government employes 
of the First Revenue District, now out of office, 
but résiding in the district. It is supposed that 
they will be indicted for the same offenee as 
those now in trouble, viz., for conspiring to de- 
fraud the Government and for accepting bribes. 
SOMETHING THAT GEN. VEATOH IS PROBABLY GLAD

BINGHAM ACKNOWLEDGES THE CORN.

Secret Service Detectives Pounce Upon 
Agen!s. 


How the Government Has Been Swindled 
Ont of Millions of Dollars. 


And the List of Imaginary Invalids Swelled 
to Thousands, 


Specini Dispatch to The Chieage Tribune, 
PNA, Pa., Dec. 2.—The Washington 
correspondent of the Philadelphia Press tele- 
graphed to that paper to-night that the Com- 
missioner of Pensions to-day suspended from 
practicing beforé his office the Philadelphia 
claim-agency firms of DeWitt & Co., Schilver 
Francis, Register, and Matthews, Poulson 
& Co., for alleged successful attempts 
to obtain payment of moneys on 
fraudulent documentary evidence: This ac-’ 
tion of the Commissioner, the frauds not being 
confined to Philadelphia alone, will involve tue 
suspension of nearly 20,000 cases, and the possi- 
dle payment of $2,000,000 annually. Special agents 
of the Bureau who have spent many months 
in sifting the matter report that the firms 
whose names are mentioned, have been in the 
habit of haviagthe Deputy County Clerk affix 
the seal of the Court on vduchérs without see- 
ing the persons certified as having been sworn. 
This failure to make oath was for the purpose 
of avoiding prosecution for perjury. Reports of 
similar practices may de looked for from other 
sections of the country at on early day. 
Inquiry at the Pension-Office in this city to- 
night by the correspondent of Taz Trisune 
oonfirmed the truth of the above. For days it 
bas been whispered in certain circles that 
wholesale fraud has deen systemaricaliy 
practiced upon the office at Washington 
by people resident here; that the crooked 
business was not of :écent origin, but dated 
back to within a few yeara after the close of the 
war, and that, when the revelations were made 
public, they would create as much of a s¢nsa- 
tion as has Bristow's onslaught on the 
whisky thieves of the West. So the press 
was io a manner prepared for something on 4 
large scale. The astounding statements bere- 
with given were, however, unexpected. 

THE sTORY

Some weeks since a detective came on from 
Washington to iavestigate the workings of the 
office here.

THE SPANISH SITUATION. 

It seems that the naval officers have been 
kept in profound ignorance of the occasion of 
the active preparations in their service, and 
are as ignorant as anybody, so far as official 
information goes, why they are ordered to re- 
port for active service. At the same time, 
their guesses are more apt to approximate the 
real fact than the conjectures of those out- 
side the service, and they are strikingly simi- 
lar. They believe that war with Spain is not 
anticipated as an outgrowth of the recent 
diplomatic negotiations between the Ameri- 
can and Spanish Governments, and that there 
is no likelihood of any such overt acts by the 
Spaftish authorities in Ouba in their treatment 
of American citizens as will call for American 
resentment. But it is generally believed that 
the President will recommend to Congress 
the recognition of the Cuban patriots as bel- 
ligerents, and the naval officers are of the 
opinion that such recognition will be suffi- 
cient warrant for putting the navy on s war- 
footing; not that it would be regarded as a 
casus belli by Spain, but because Spain would 
then acquire the right, under the old treaty 
of 1795, to examine on the high seas any 
American ships suspected of bringing aid to 
Spain’s enemies. This is a right which Spain 
does not possess as against any of the other 
great powers, and one that should have been 
abrogated long ago in our relations with 
Spain. With such aright, there is no doubt 
that the Spanish navy will harass American 
commerce incessantly, and there is reason to 
expect that the right of search will be grer- 
cised in so offensive and brutal a manner that 
the American Government cannot brook the 
indignity and injustice her citizens will be 
called upon to endure. 

There are many reasons for accepting this 
explanation as the most plausible that has 
been made for expenditures that certainly re- 
quire some explanation, The London ver- 
sion of the Spanish note in reply to the re- 
cent American note indicates the character of 
the latter. It is pretty evident that the 
American Government has demanded a final 
settlement of the terms agreed upon in the 
arbitration which grew out of the Virginius 
affair ; that it has insisted upon the right of 
American citizens arrested in Spanish terri- 
tory to counsel, a right which the treaty of 
1795 guarantees; and that there was some 
very distinct protest against the continuance 
of the system of human slavery still main- 
tained in the Spanish Island of Cuba. The 
Spanish reply, if corregtly reported, is pro- 
fuse in promises, and saves the Spanish dig- 
nity by announcing that this is the ulti- 
matum. As the. United States Gov- 
ermment has heretofore been con- 
tent with promises, we presume that 
it will be satisfied again. Yet Spanish 
promises are utterly meaningless. Gradual 
emancipation is promised among other 
things; but that there is no intention of 
keeping the promise is evident from the fact 
that the Spanish Parliament actually passed a 
law during Amapgo’s brief reign, providing 
for emancipation in all Spanish territory, and 
that not asingle step has been taken in this 
direction. If Spain will not abide by its own 
laws, it is not likely to regard any diplomatic 
promises as binding. Nevertheless, the tra- 
ditional policy of peace is so strongly imbued 


perhaps farther; and yet, if the proposal of 
such recogniti 
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peace, or, if war, then war on the broadest 
| terms, which shall have three results, viz.: (1) 
The cessation of the inhuman warfare in 
Cuba, which will probably include the libera- 
tion of Cuba; (2) the extermination of slavery 
in that island; and (3), if Cuba shall 
still remain under the dominion of Spain, 
then the readjustment of our commercial 
relations in such a way as to give the people 
of the United States equal trade facilities 
with the people of every other nation. These 
are the real issues, and, if we are forced to 
fight, let the fight include the whole question. 
There is no disposition in any quarter to 
court a war with Spain, but if the dignity or 
rights of American people mast be maintain- 
ed at this cost, it is hoped and believed that 
all parties will rise superior to partisan con- 
siderations and meet the issue with the brav- 
ery and liberality becoming a great nation.

THE GREENBACKS. 

The ‘‘Greenbackers” held a Convention 
in Indianapolison Wednesday. The Grangers 
held one in partnership with a parcel of Com- 
munists in Ohicago yesterday. The usual 
amount of bosh was uttered before each. 
Like all other gatherings of similar kind, they 
make it a point to ignore the absolute neces- 
sity of coin redemption of paper currency. 
In order to have any certain or uniform value, 
it must be converfible into coin at the pleas- 
ure of the holder, and for the following 
reasons : 

The people of the United States sell their 
whole surplus product to foreigners, and buy 
in exchange therefor whatever their spare 
products will bring. One of their surplus 
products is gold, of which they export from 
sixty to eighty million dollarsa year. Alto- 
gether, their exports of everything amount 


to nearly $2,000,000 per day, and their im- | 


ports an equal sum. Money is needed to 
effect these exchanges, and only one sort of 
money can do this. The world's money,” 
gold and silver, are the open sesame of for- 
eign trade. One of the grand problems 
is to turn our paper currency into 
this world’s money, and so make these 
exchanges. Most of the articles we buy 
from abroad are necessaries of life. 
Others are fast becoming so in obedience 
to the rule that the luxuries of one age be- 
come the comforts of the next and the neces- 
saries of the next to that. We can never 
produce everything we consume. No man or 
community can do this; no nation can do it. 
There is and must be an eternal demand for 
the world’s money for purposes of inter- 
national exchange. We need it as much as 
any foreign nation does, We do not sell our 
commodities abroad for the depreciated paper 
currency of Austria or of Italy. We demand 
coin. So foreigners will not take our Na- 
tional Bank notes or our greenbacks. They 
must have gold. When a merchant who 
deals in imported wares has exhausted his 
stock and has to refill his empty shelves, how 
does he do so? He takes the paper he has 
received here, sells it for gold, and uses the 
latter to buy his new stock. In other 
words, he has the paper redeemed 
in gold at the best rates he can 
get from the gold brokers. The redemption 
is absolutely necessary. All other questions 
come down to this: Who will redeem? We 
naturally look to the maker of paper cur- 
rency to redeem it. Bank-paper is sent to 
the bank; Government-paper should be sent 
to the Government. But the latter dishonors 
its promises to pay. It says it will redeem 
some time, but not now. Hence brokers step 
in to fulfill the function of redemption. The 
amount of gold they give for a paper dollar 
fixes the purchasing power of the gneen- 
backs. This is an universal rule. When- 
ever the maker of a promise to pay refuses 
or delays to keep his promise, the amount of 
gold any one else will give for the written or 
printed sign of the promise fixes its value. 
This is true of the currency of Russia, of 
Austria, of Italy, of Ameriea, of the notes 
of a suspended or doubtful bank, af 
any .and every broken promise to 
pay. Now, the amount of gold given 
for any such promise by brokers depends 
wholly upon what they think the chances of 
its maker's ultimately redeeming it in gold 
are. If all intent of such redemp‘ion is 
formally disclaimed, as the Greenbackers 
wish it, in the case of our currency to be, no 
broker will redeem the paper at all. How, 
then, if gold-redemption is abandoned, even 
in theory, is our currency to be exchanged 
into that of the world, and the absolutely 
necessary international exchange effected ? 

Let the “National Independent” factions 
answer this question, or else go home and 
study, instead of gathering in conventions 
and spouting nonsense.

BUG-EXTERMINATOBRS, 

Tbe grasshopper, the weevil, the curculio, 
amd Al other pestiferous agricultural vermin, 
have had their day. When they come again 
they will find the destroyer ready fdr them. 
Darwinism, so long purely theorefieal, has 
prochaced some practical fruit. It is now a 
question of science against the bugs, and the 
bugs must go under. The spider with his 
parlor was a feeble enemy to the fly com- 
pared with the farmer armed with the new 
wespon furhished him from the herbarium 
by Dawm. This is no joke. It is asadraality, 
@ the intelligent grasshopper who was seen 
last summer studying a cook-book will dis- 
cover by turning to Danwim on ‘ Insectivor- 
acs Plants.” The singular plants that catch 
insects and feed upon them are three 
dencribed in all their varieties. This subject 
las long been one of intense though rather 
unpractical interest to scientific investigators, 
and has been an easy topic for the. amateur 


| scientist to amuse his casual audiences with. 


These carnivorous vegetables, so to speak, 


are about to pass, however, to a more useful 


realm. Before telling how this is to be 
done, these bug-exterminators must be de- 
scribed. The principal varieties are the 
Sundew, the Venus fiy-trap,” or Dionma. 
The first is found in Europe, and the second 
in a limited district in the United States. 
The Sundew is an innocent-looking little 
weed, on whose round-shaped leaves are 
bright drops of a fluid, beautiful as dew-drops 
in the sunlight, and as sticky as prepared 
glue. Around these sparkling gems, on the 
leaves, are hair-like threads, complet- 
ing the most dangerous trap ever 
laid for the wayfaring insect, The 
moment that, yielding to the fasci- 
nating temptation of taking a drink, he lights 
on the edge of one of these golden drops, he 
finds his feet sinking beyond recall in the 
paste, the long hairy fingers on the leaf wind 
themselves about him, the leaf itself closes 
upon him in a vice-like grasp, and in fifteen 
minutes the process of deglutition is far ad- 
vanced. The Sundew, Darwin says, lives 
chiefly on animal food, is always hun- 
gry, and can thrive where other 
plants get no foothold. The mate 
of the Sundew in America is the Dionma, 
or Venus’ fly-trap, which is found only, we 
believe, in North Carolina between Wilming- 
ton and Newbern, and in South Carolina 
along the Santee River, It is now proposed 
by a North Carolina paper, the Wilmington 
Star, that this bug-exterminating vegetable 
shall be planted all over the country, and it 
believes that it will put an end to the plagues 
of insects that have made us like Egypt. 
The Dionwa can grapple with the mature 
grasshopper or the infantile mosquito 
with equal ease. There is no reason 
now why New Jersey should not be made 
habitable, nor why the grasshopper should 
not be made to leave the Granger alone. The 
means are in the hands of the people. The 
grasshopper, like the poor Indian, is doomed 
to extermination. The great plains where he 
once was supreme, will be, to use the new- 
fangled dialect of theatrical critics, monochro- 
matic with his blood. The best thing he can 
do is to surrender in advance, like the coon 
when treed by the redoubtable Damm. 
Boom. Is that you, Capt. Booms?“ said 
the coon. Don't shoot; I'll come down.” 
Grasshoppers, spiders, flies, beetles, and all 
other depredating vermin, have come to théir 
Sedan and Gravelotte.

PRACTICAL FREE-TRADE. 

In May, 1874, the famine in Southern Hin- 
dostan was at its height. The curse of lack 
of bread, foreseen for months, was felt. 
Twenty millions of people were suffering 
more or less, and sensational dispatches 
chronicled imaginary deaths by the thousand. 
The Government of Hindostan, which always 
exerts enormous powers, was naturally ex- 
pected to put forth unusual efforts at such a 
time of panic and peril. Governmental in- 
terference was taken for granted; the only 
question was the particular method of in- 
terference. It was soon discovered that grain 
was being exported from Hindostan. At 
once a cry went up for the prohibition of this 
practice. The whole untive press de- 
manded its inhibition. Many of the 
English papers echoed the demand. 
Sir Grorez Came, who occupies 
a position next to that of the Viceroy, Lord 
Nonrunnoox, was ardently in favor of the 
prohibition plan. And certainly if there 
ever was an occasion for interference with the 
free course of commerce this was one. A 
terrible emergency, which could notin the 
nature of things be permanent, was at hand; 
the interference was to be only temporary ; 
it would cheapen the price of grain by pre- 
venting a diminution of the supply; it would 
save tens of thousands of lives. Arguments 
such as these were advanced and supported 
by all the zeal and intelligence of men who 
were deeply convinced of the justice of their 
position. But Lord Normrmsroox, after a 
careful survey of the whole situation, refused 
the request. A tremendous responsibility 
rested upon him. A scratch of his 
pen might be the death-warrant of 
the population of whole provinces. He ree- 
ognized the responsibility, and met it. With 
a wisdom beyond praise, he decided to leave 
to the free operation of natural laws the sup- 
ply of food necessary to prevent famine, aid- 
ing, not thwarting, their operation by his 
viceregal decrees. Exports of rice were not 
prevented, and thousands of tons were 
shipped out of the country to China and else- 
where. What the Government did was four- 
fold. It bought grain everywhere in the 
open market; it paid part of the costof car- 
riage of the grain shipped to the famine- 
stricken districts, and improved the roads; it 
issued instructions to the people to save all 
the food possible, and to prepare it in such 
ways that the maximum of nutrition could be 
got from the minimum of material; and it 
appealed to private charity to lend assist- 
ance. The success of this simple, ration- 
al plan of operations was marvelous. 
The fact that the Government, as 
well as the people, was in the 
market as a buyer, encouraged every owner 
of grain to ship it; the low cost of trans- 
portation and the guarded free distribution 
of food by the Government kept down cor- 
ners and high prices; the people, scared by 


ones. Free-trade was the salvation of Hin- 
dostan. The damage was over by October. 
The number of deaths directly due to the 
famine was only twenty-two, instead of mill- 
ions, as was predicted by the probibitionists. 
In other words, a visitation which in former 
times would have destroyed its millions of 
lives, was rendered entirely harmless by 
giving freedom of trade full play.

Wilder New at the Busine-s— Preparing for 
the Winter Campaign. 


The finding Wednesday afternoon, in the office 
of the American Express Company, on Washing- 
ton street, near Dearborn, of a sirup barrel in 
which had been placed the body of s woman and 
a etill-born babe, has caused an immense sensa- 
tion and a great moral shock to the community 
at large. 

The idea that body-snatching is carried on in 
this vicinity is bad enough, but to think that a 
borrible double murder may have been commit- 
ted, through a vile abortionist, is far worse. The 
case is a very peculiar one, and had been shroud- 
ed, up to yesterday afternoon, iu the deepest 
mystery, which threatened to baffle the skii! of 
our detectives. It was first thought to be a case 
ol body-raising simply, but a close investigation 
leads to the theory that a far more 

HEINOUS AND DISGUSTING CRIME 
had been committed. The details given in yes- 
terday's Tamer stated that no clew nad been 
found as to the indenity of the remains. It 
seems that a man named 
WILLIAM KEUGER, 
who owns express-license 622, had been hired to 
carry the barrel containing the remains to the 
express-office. He resides at No. 342 South 
Uaion street, and was arrested Wednesday even- 
ing and kept in the Central Station until yester- 
day morning, when he was released by Justice 
Summerfie!d, nothing ba ring been proven against 
him. He was merely hired by two men to take 
the barrel from a stable in tne rear of No. 1101 
State street, and was quite innocent of its con- 
tents. He has a stand on Twenty-second street, 
pear Wabash avenue, and volanteered to De- 
tectives Jobn Ryan aod J. M. Chapin, who were 
detmled to work up the case, to go with them 
and hunt up the men who bad secured him to do 
the carrying. They went with him, and, at the 
corner of Twentieth street and Wabash avenue, 
ARRESTED ONE OF THE MEN, 
and proceeded to the house of the other. on 
Twenty-second street, and arrested him. They 
were taken to the Armcry, where one gave 
bis name as John Larkin, and the 
other as James Darrow. The first was 
an assumed and the second is a real name.

Scott is by far tne more intelligent of the two, 
and his story was by far (he more ecmplete and 
satisfactory. Monday 5 while sit in 
the saloon, a man approached him, and told him 
that Dr. Wilder wanted to engage him todos 
peat job at Calvary Cemetery, This man was 
unknown to him, but he knew he could recog- 
nize him on sight He was taken 
to the basement, and, while pase- 
ing through the corridors of the cells, 
he pointed out Jackson, or Langham, the car- 
penter, as the man who Visited him Monday 
evening. In Jackson's company he visited the 
Doctor at his office, and made arrangements to 
meet him at the saloom at 8 o'clock tbe 
evening, all ready, with a companion he himself 
bad selected for the job. The Doctor kept the 
appointment to the instaut, and at 8 o'clock the 
trio drove north ip a light 8 wagon. They 
went north on Clark street to the thence 
keeping the lake-sbore road and boulevard 
drive until they got opposite the road on 
which the dammy runs up to the main 
entrance of the cemetery. They followed this 
road to within a short distance from the ceme- 
‘ery, and then turning north they left the horse 
tied in the brusb-wood northeast of the ceme- 
tery, and proceeded the balance of the road on 
foot. Arriviog at the small gate at the northern 
part of the cemetery through which 
generally leave the grounds, the Doctor directeg 
him how to proceed about the job. According 
to directions, he savs, he and his companion 
went down the mam gravel road untii they came 
to the knoll just west of the small slaice at the 
southeast corner of the cemetery. There, be- 
tween two large monuments, they found 

THE FRESHLY-MADE GRAVE, 

which the Doctor had designated. All the tools 
they had with them were a shovel and a hatehbet. 
Scott did the digging while McAllister zept a 
lookout, and in about half an hour the box in- 
closing the coffin was entirely cleared of the 
earth. With the hatchet he rawed the top of the 
box, and with a pocket-knife he unsecrewed the 
upper portion of the coffin-lid, and exposed the 
body to full view. He then says he lifted the 
body out by tue shoulders, and then hfted out 
the baby, lying by the side of its mother in the 
same cotlio. The woman was well clad, with s 
silk sacgue and a fine biack silk dress as 8 
shroud. There was no jewelry on ber person, 
nor shoes, neither was ber hair done up, but 
flowing loose and straggling around the shoul- 
ders. The child was precise:y as it wae found in 
the barrel, and was covered with but a few cot- 
too cloths. With McAllister’s assistance, he 
dragged the woman’s body along the ground to 
the gate, where the Doctor was awaiting them, 
while he bimself carried the child along sus- 
pended by the beels. 

When the Doctor saw the bodies he rubbed his 
hands joyfully together, exclaiming, “ That's 
good; you did capital work.” The three then 
brought the wagon te the gate, and laying both 
bodies in the bottom of it, and cover ng them 
over with hay aud blankets brought along for 
the purpose, drove rapidly home, when the 
bodies were deposited in a brick baron near 
Twenty-fourth street, and m the allev between 
Wabash avenue and State street. For this Scott 
and his companion were to receive $5 each, but 
Scott seems to have anticipated doing the greater 
portion of the work, and accordingly claimed the 
largest por: ion of the money. To avoid a;quar- 
rel, he represented to his companion that they 
were to get but $3.50 each for the job. Of what 
was done in the bara after he left he knows 
notbing. 

The superintendent and Clerk of the Grace- 
land Cemetery Company both live out of 
the city, 0 that it was impossible 
to get at the books and ascertain 
who it was that was thus resurrected, it is 
probaole that the relatives would have already 
appeared to identify it had it not been so posi 
tively stated that it was an abortion case. It may 
be, wever, that there was an abortions, in 
which case there will be no relatives preseuting 
themselves, and the inquiry will have to be 
extended still further.

above may have put the idea in bis head. Had 
he been au expert he woald not have incumbered 
bimselt witn as many assis:ante as he did, there- 
by eating up all bis profita. From Scott's state- 
menus it appears that Darrow and Langham were 
also in the business, though they denied it when 
interviewed inthe morning. Darrow, who had 
been office boy for the { wo Wilders, is not a very 
reputable character. Last January his father 
was tried in the United States Court for counter- 
feiting nickels, but young Darrow swore toast 
the lead sod suspicious moids found in the 
house belonged to bim and were used for casting 
whip-heads and umbrelia-handies, and the father 
was acquitted.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


THE MICHIGAN CENTRAL. 

It is the general opiuion io railway circles that 
the recent disclosures about the alleged misman- 
agement of the Michigan Central Railroad were 
gotten up by the enemies of Mr. Joy, who are 
bound to drive that gentleman from the manage- 
ment of the road. It will be remembered that a 
similar attack was made on Mr. Joy about a year 
ago in regard to bis management of the lows 
River Roads, and his consequent retirement from 
the Directory of the Chicago, Burlington 4 
Quincy Railroad. The officers of the Michigan 
Ceatral are in the East at the present time, and 
therefore they cannot be interviewed in regard to 
the recent developments which forced down the 
Micbigan Central stock to 57. 

There is, however, but little danger that these 
troubles will affect io the least the present man- 
agement of the road. It has previousiy been 
stated in Taz Tarsunz that Mr. Joy was but a 
figurehead at present, and that Mr. Samuel 
Sloan, Mr. Vanderbilt's right-hand maa, was the 


real manager.
